SUBJECT: Fire Department Equipment 
Purchase 


Chief Keenoy has discussed with me the 
procedure required to expedite the ordering 
of new fire apparatus to permit delivery 
early in the next budget fiscal year. 


On previous occasions, the Council has 
awarded contracts after adoption of the 
budget but prior to the beginning of the 
fiscal year with the appropriate indication 
that the encumbrance is to be recorded 
against an appropriation provided for that 
purpose in the next year’s budget. 


It is suggested that the Fire Chief and 
the Purchasing Agent be authorized at this 
time to proceed with the preparation of 
specifications and advertising for bids with 
receipt of bids to be scheduled to be re- 
ceived in April of 1965. 


Upon determination of the successful 
bidder and the amount of funds required, 
the Council may then place the required 
funds in the 1965-66 budget. Upon adop- 
tion of the budget in May of 1965, the 
award of the purchase of the equipment 
may be made immediately. 


If there are any further questions con- 
cerning this procedure, I would be pleased 
to discuss the matter with the Committee.

As members of the Lansing Board of 
Police and Fire, we have a duty to the 
citizens of Lansing to clear up some mis- 
conceptions which may have been created 
in the column carried in the February 28th 
edition of the State Journal authored by 
Max Murninghan, candidate for mayor of 
Lansing. The statement made by Mr. 
Murninghan was this: 


“As our Lansing Community expands, 
so must our fire protection. Yet, while our 
community has increased in size by more 
than 30 per cent in four years, Lansing’s 
fire protection has failed to grow with it. 
During the present administration, not one 
piece of additional equipment has been 
provided. An enormous load has_ been 
placed on our existing fire companies. Lan- 
ing’s fire protection must be carefully co- 
ordinated with recommendations of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters with an 
awareness of present and future needs.” 


Let’s examine the truth of the matter. 
First of all, let us explain that this Board 
has not been a spend-thrift Board and has 
recommended only the purchase of fire 
equipment which it felt could be greatly 
beneficial to the city. However, several 
pieces of important equipment were pur- 
chased. 


In October of 1961, a new fully equipped 
ambulance was purchased at a total cost 
of $9,000.00 The fire department ambul- 
ances are used innumerable times for calls 
to public buildings, street and highway ac- 
cidents and during large fires. In Decem- 
ber of 1963 a new supply truck was pur- 
chased. This equipment is used to haul 
supplies and fire fighting equipment dur- 
ing large fires. A 100 ft. aerial ladder 
truck costing $55,000.00 was ordered Sep- 
tember 1, 1964 and will be delivered in late 
March or early April of this year. Three 
triple combination 1,250 gallon per minute 
multi-purpose pumping engines have been 
requested; and specifications have been 
sent out for bids. 


In 1963 the Police and Fire Board recom- 
mended purchase of a new 1,000 gallon 
per minute pumping engine for the city. 
This recommendation, taken up at the 
November 4, 1963 meeting of the City 
Council, was never reported out of the 
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Committee of The Whole. Additionally, 
many important additions to existing facili- 
ties and equipment have been appropriated 
for and placed in service. 61 ‘fire alarm 
boxes have been installed in new areas, 
requiring 15 miles of aerial installation, 
duct work and cable vaults. A new fire 
alarm building was acquired to provide ade- 
quate storage space. 


Two fire stations were re-located to pro- 
vide the city with better distributions of 
its fighting potential. Each new station is 
designed for two fire companies, and is 
located in the best section for efficient fire 
protection for that area. This relocation 
utilized present equipment, thereby saving 
Lansing taxpayers a great deal of money. 
Additions have been made to present equip- 
ment to provide self-conatined water sup- 
ply on equipment to service newly annexed 
areas that do not have sufficient hydrant 
installations. Eighteen members have been 
added to the fire fighting division, and addi- 
tional ranks have been added to furnish ade- 
quate supervision. Two inspectors have 
been added to the Fire Prevention Bureau to 
furnish additional services in this division. 


Your Board has tried to make prudent 
use of its budget and to give this city the 
best potential fire fighing force for the 
amount of money it has had at its dis- 
posal. Our fire department is considered to 
be one of the finest for its size. We think 
the record of this department during the 
past four years more than bears this out.

Gentlemen : 


We have reviewed the construction bids 
received at the Lansing City Council meet- 
ing March 8, 1965 for the above job. We 


believe we have received a set of five bids 
as evidenced by the closeness of the figures. 
All of the low bidders are responsible con- 
tractors. We recommend to your Board and 
the Lansing City Council that the low bids 
be accepted. The low bidders were as 
follows: 


General Work — Granger 
Brothers: ss. $106,813.00 


Mechanical Work — M. E. Cole... 31,640.00 


Electrical Work — Superior 
WleChrie: sects 1ATO00 


Total construction contracts___$149,923.00 
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The mechanical bid included an additional 
cost figure for extending the storm sewer 
down Pennsylvania Ave. to a storm sewer 
catch basin, including two manholes and 
a catch basin at the south edge of the park- 
ing lot. We do not know the exact cost of 
this drain at this time. The contractor will 
break this out of his total figures and re- 
port to us Wednesday morning March 10. 
We esimate this savings at about $2,500.00 
which could be deducted from the mechan- 
ical contract cost, if this were eliminated. 


In review we have compared the total 
bids on this station with the average of 
the two bids on stations 2 and 10. These 
stations were bid on December 11, 1961. 
The increase in cost (excluding the above 
mentioned sewer) in the two projects is 
11.5%. 


Our first thoughts were that our bids 
were too high. But in considering the 
condition of the building market today and 
the fact station 2 and 10 were bid over 
38 years ago, the 11.5% increase does not 
seem out of line. We hope that you concur 
and that the bids will meet with your 
earliest approval.

The Chairman appointed a Nominating

Comm. Dunn— 


I wish to question the procedure of this 
Board in electing officers at this meeting, 
and I want it as a matter of record. I say 
that this Board is in violation of the City 
Charter in holding an election of officers 
at this meeting. In fact, this Board was 
in violation of the Charter last year when 
it held its election of officers at the June 
meeting rather than in July. I have 
checked the records since 1958, and there 
have been no other elections since that 
time, except last year, other than in the 
month of July, I do not question this 
Board’s right to change its rules, but this 
change has not been approved by the City 
Attorney and filed as a public record with 
the Clerk as required by the Charter. 


I have a copy of the Administrative 
Procedure of the Police and Fire Board 
which was submitted and approved by the 
City Attorney as of July 11, 1958, and 
there has been no change since that date. 
I would like to read the City Charter, and 
I quote Section 7.6d of the City Charter: 


“Each Board shall provide its own rules 
of administrative procedure, which rules 
and any changes therein shall be consistent 
with the provisions of this charter, and 
shall be effective when approved as to 
form by the City Attorney, and filed with 
the Clerk as a public record.’ 
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If the election of officers is held at this 
meeting, I will ask for a ruling by the 
City Attorney, and ask for reconsideration 
of the election at the July meeting. 


At this time Mayor Murninghan re- 
quested that the Secretary read a com- 
munication from City Atty. Eugene Wanger 
in response of an earlier request for an 
opinion in this matter: 


June 15, 1965 
To: Honorable Max E. Murninghan 
From: Eugene G. Wanger 
Subject: Police and Fire Board 


“In response to your request, relayed to 
me by Mr. Thornton this morning, I have 
obtained from the City Clerk and attach 
hereto, an up-to-date and complete copy 
of the Administrative Procedure of the 
Police and Fire Board, adopted in accord- 
ance with Section 7.6 (d) of the City 
Charter. 


This section of the Charter is as follows: 


(d) Each board shall provide its own 
rules of administrative procedure, which 
rules and any changes therein shall be 
consistent with the provisions of this 
charter, and shall be effective when ap- 
proved as to form by the City Attorney 
and filed with the Clerk as a public record.” 


With respect to the election of officers, 
the second paragraph of said Administra- 
tive Procedure states, “A chairman and 
vice-chairman shall be elected for one 
year terms during the regular July meet- 
ing.” 


In my opinion the plain meaning of the 
above-quoted Charter provision and Ad- 
ministrative Procedure require that, un- 
less and until the Board’s Administrative 
Procedure be amended in accordance with 
the City Charter to provide otherwise, the 
chairman and vice-chairman must be elected 
at the regular July meeting. Any election 
or attempted election held prior thereto 
would necessarily be completely superceded 
by an election duly held at the proper time.

Ways and Means Committee meet with the 
Personnel Department to formulate a Per- 
sonnel Rule Book for members of the Fire 
Department, and similar rule book for mem- 
bers of the Police Department.

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Mr. Thomas also requested that the mat- 
ter of requiring promoted personnel to go 
thru the various merit step increases which 
can require a maximum of four years to 
reach the top level, be re-considered. He 
further stated that those people who are 
promoted have actually been performing 
the duties of the promoted rank prior to 
receiving the elevation, and that considera- 
tion should again be given to granting 
salaries at the maximum level upon promo- 
tion. 


A discussion of the present merit incre- 
ment salary procedure followed. 


Comm. Dunn reported that work has 
again resumed on the No, 4 fire station. 
He also stated that he felt the contractor’s 
request for an extension of the completion 
contract date should be denied.

Comm. Schmidt— 


I have a report for the Building and 
Sites Committee: Chief Keenoy and I 
went to Chicago to talk with the National 
Board of Underwriters regarding the pres- 
ent station locations and any future station 
locations. 


The moving of No. 7 station was dis- 
cussed thoroughly, and they advised that 
with the information they have available 
of the City of Lansing, it is their feeling 
that all of the residents in that area, and 
St. Lawrence hospital have a reasonable 
degree of protection. 


They did advise that the Fisher Body 
plant is two or three blocks outside of 
their specification limitations, but due to 
their high water flow, and their own fire 
ton haa system, they are adequately pro- 
tected. 


The Hospital and all residents come 
under their limitation specifications. 


The Underwriters board, which is now 
called the American Insurance Companies 
Association, will not make any written 
recommendations until they have made a 
complete survey; however, they did state, 
that dealing with what knowledge they 
have, we should consider forming an addi- 
tional ladder company; putting it out in 
No. 2, in place of No. 7. Further, if addi-

tional] area is annexed west of the city, 
that a station should be put in immedi- 
ately. If no annexation occurs the new 
station should be located by the airport. 
If the airport comes into the city, it should 
be a two-company station; with one rig 
and a combination engine and _ rescue 
truck. If the entire airport area comes in, 
the station should be located on Airport 
Road; if not, somewhere in the northwest 
area. 


They felt that since there are no roads 
crossing the river until Waverly Rd., that 
a location west of the city would be ad- 
visable; unless the station should be con- 
structed on the present site of the city- 
owned golf course at Waverly and Sagi- 
naw. Station Ne. 2 could not adequately 
protect this area. 


The Association does not recommend a 
south side location at this time; they feel 
that the northwest section is in greaer 
need, and until more area is annexed to 
the south, there would be over-lapping. of 
coverage, 


A motion was made by Comm. Schmidt: 
That the Mayor of Lansing be asked to 
request a survey be made by the American 
Insurance Association of Lansing on the 
present fire protection, with recommenda- 
tions toward additional protection.

At this time Comm. Munyon presented a 
petition bearing 468 signatures of resi- 
dents living in the area formerly serviced 
by the No. 7 fire station, requesting that 
this station be re-opened.

As you know, our Drivers’ License 
Bureau has moved to Room 1386 in the 
City Hall Lobby. At the present time, we 
have a Manpower employee working in the 
Bureau on a temporary basis; however, a 
request for additional full-time position 
with the necessary funds for salary, has 
been forwarded to the Personnel Commit- 
tee of the Council. 


The Police Dept. Drill Team marched 
in Grand Haven this past weekend, and 
received very good comments. They have 
a standing invitation, which will be re- 
newed in the Spring, to march at the 
Indianapolis 500 Festival. 


The new female civilian employees re- 
cently hired are now working on switch- 
board or dispatcher duty, and are perform- 
ing satisfactorily. 


We are presently hosting a seminar of 
the National Safety Council for instructors 
of Drivers’ Education. 
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Mr. Gary Thomas, President of the Lan- 
sing Firefighters Association, asked Comm. 
Schmidt if the question of manpower had 
been discussed with the Underwriters As- 
sociation; and if so, their recommendation 
of the number of men which should oper- 
ate a rig. 


Comm. Schmidt stated that the Under- 
writers recommend that 6 and 7 men 
should operate a rig, and the manpower 
situation was thoroughly discussed with 
the thought in mind that additional men 
would be requested in next year’s budget, 
based on their recommendations. 


Mr. Thomas then requested that the 
Board ask the City Council for funds for 
the additional men needed now, rather 
than waiting until the new budget year. 
He said pumpers are operating at only 
25% efficiency when only 3 or 4 men are 
currently operating them, when 6 and 7 
are recommended. 


He stated he wished to thank the Board 
for changing their ruling to allow officers 
of the Department to belong to their Asso- 
ciation. 


He requested that the Board of Police
